No. 181~ITC(PN)/74,—Attention is invited to Public Notice No. 7>ITC(PN)/74, 
dated the 25th May, 1 >i4, regarding mooorr of revolvers of non-pi ohibiicd boro 
ollered aa free gift to individuals liom near lPir-tiuns abroad. 

2. On a review of the position. It has been decided that the procedure tor the 
ilsue of Customs Clearance Permits for import of revolvers & pistols, etc., of non- 
prohlbited bore as gift shall, with immediate effect. be as indicated below:- 

(i) Applications for grant of CCPs for import of firearms, under the gift 
scheme, shall be received on a quarterly basis, i.e.j during janu'ary- 
March, April-June, July-Sc Member and October-December. The last 
date for receipt of application.: in each quarter shall be the last work¬ 
ing day of the first m on 111 of the quarter. Applications received after 
the prescribed date shall be summarily rejected. 

(li) Applications already received, or to be received up to the 30th November; 
1974, shall only be consider?! during 1974. No application received 
.thereafter shall be entertained during the cunent calendar year. 

(Ill) Import of firearms as gift shah be sho ved only from blood relations who 
have been living abroad continuously for a period of not less than two 
years. For the purpose of ibis s -heme, bloorl relations will cover 
only father, moiber, wile, husband, son, daughter, or real brother or 
sister-of the applicant. 
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(iv) No person shall be eligible to import more than one firearms, namely, 
revolver, pistol, etc., more than once during a period of ten years. 

3. Applications should be made and CCPs obtained by the recipients of the Rifts 
in advance ol the nrearms covered by the applications being despatched irom 
abroad. No CCPs shall normally be issued after the despatch of the firearms from 
abroad and/or their arrival in India, 

4. The Import of ammunition shall not be allowed, under the scheme. 

5. The firearms covered by the CCPs shall not be sold, or otherwise disposed of, 
or transferred, or parted with, for a period of ten years from the date of their 
importation, unless specific permission of the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports has been obtained, in writing, for the sale or transfer, etc. 

6 The following documents should accompany each application 

(i) Donor's letter, In original, on an aerogram; 

fii) An affidavit, on a stamped paper of the ’appropriate value, duly sworn in 
before a Magistrate or a Notary public, showing the exact relationship 
of the donor with the applicant and that he /she had not imported a 
firearm, viz,, revolver, pistol, rifle, etc, either as (rift, or otherwise, 
during the preceding 10 years and undertaking that the firearm 
covered by the COP. if Issued in Iris/her favour, shall not be sold, 
or otherwise disposed of, or parted with, within a period of ten years 
from the date of its importation, without obtaining the specific 
permission of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, in writing 

(ill) A certleate from ihe concerned Indian Mission abroad indicating the 
period of the donor’s continuous stay abroad; 

(iv) Valid I. V. C./exemption number issued by the Income-tax authorities, 

or assessment certificate issued by the Income-tax Department, in 
favour of the applicant; 

(v) Valid arms licence Issued by the appropriate licensing authority in India; 

and 

(vl) A treasury challan for Ha. 50 In respect of application fee.
